Roosevelt's Anti-Strike Proposal 


It Must Be Definitely Limited 


"The action of the leaders of the United Mine Workers 


coal miners has been intolerable," said President Roosevelt 
yesterday, and announced that he would ask congress for 
authority to draft men up to the age of 65 for non-combat 
military service. 
Such a law would empower the

This much would be fair enough. 


But no such power should be ex- 
tended the chief executive in an 
unlimited manner. 


To authorize Ihc cxeculive de- 


partment of our republic to seize 
men for all jobs remote from actual 
fighting would be an ominous act 
calculated to overturn the nation's 
business and change the form of ils 
government. 


Before now the chief cxeculive 


has persuaded congress lo grant 
him blanket powers and then has 
delegated Ihose powers lo minor 
advisors—many of Ihem belonging 
to the Left Wing. Give Ihc cxccu- 
live department unlimited authorily 
over Ihc disposal of Ihc civilian 
manpower of America and you may 
see a field day for lilllc dictators 
bent on rubbing oul free speech 
and free enterprise. 


The kernel of Ihc president's sug- 


gestion is good. Bul ihc limitations 
must be applied by the congress— 
and they should be hard and fast. 


Seizure of civilians for 
forced 


work under Ihe military should be 
prescribed by the following condi- 
lions: 


Thai Ihe men 
thus made 


liable for forced work be em- 
ployed in vital war activilies, 
specifically named in Ihe law. 


Thai they be on strike. 


Your writer does nol aim lo be 


overly-suspicious. Bul the record 
shows thai every lime we have had 
a domestic crisis in this country 
the New Deal execulive depart- 
ment has used the very newspaper 
headlines"'heralding the crisis to 
promote its own search for unlim- 
ited grants of power. 


The 
repealed 
strikes 
of 
the 


miners represent indeed a grave 
threat against our American war 
effort. In some ways the threat has 
been invited upon Ihc nation by 
the New Deal's own political manip- 
ulations. That, however, is beside 
the point. Right now wo aren't in- 
lereslcd in any political sleight-of- 
hand business of making a new 
domestic crisis servo the ends of 
dii tatorial power. All we want is a 
specific stalulc to cover specific 
threats of strikes in vilal war in- 
duslrics . . . wilh absolute cxclu- 
son of all other citizens from Ihe 
long-reaching arms of agenls re- 
sponsible lo one man rather than 
to the congress and the courts.

More Liberal 
Next Period 


Washington, June 24 —(/P)— The 


next two coffee rations will be on 
the basis of one pound in 
throe 


weeks — the mosl liberal 
allow- 


ance since Iho beginning of ra- 
lioning — Ihe Office of Price Ad- 
ministration (OPA) announced to- 
day. 


The present ration is one pound 


for four weeks. 


The lowest ration has been one 


pound for six weeks but for 
the 


most, part one 
pound 
for 
five 


weeks. 


OPA said large stocks of green 


coffee already on hand as well as 
the more regular arrival of imports 
with which to 
maintain 
these 


stocks, matlc 
possible 
the 
in- 


creased ration. It cautioned, how- 
ever, that any deterioration of the 
present favorable supply silualion 
would make smaller rations neces- 
sary and that consumers must bo 
prepared for such rcculions when- 
ever they arc necessary. 


Coffee stamp No. 21 in 
ration 


book No. 1 will become valid for 
one pound of coffee on July 1 and 
will expire on July 21. stamp No. 
22 will be valid for one pound of 
en I fee from July 22 to August 11. 
Stamp No. 24, now in use, expires 
at the end of June. 


For the first time since ration- 


ing began, OPA reported, 
coffee 


supplies have 
reached a 
normal 


level, with indications of sufficient 
imports lo sustain thai volume. 


OPA also withdrew all restric- 


tions on the amount of green cof- 
fee which roasters may buy. The 
action permits roasters 
to 
buy 


without regard to previously 
es- 


tablished allowable inventories. 


Price Administrator Brown said 


Ihe increased ration was in line 
with his policy of giving the public 
the benefit of increases in supply 
whenever they exist.

15,000 Tons 
Bombs Strike 
Nazi Industry

London, June 24 (/P)— A deadly 
:argo of more than 15,000 tons of 
oombs has been unloaded on Ger- 
many in the past month by giant 
British 
bombers 
two thirds of 


which have fallen on industrial 
centers in the Ruhr valley where 
the Nazis themselves admit "in- 
credible" devastation. 


According to British 
figures, 


10,000 tnos of 
explosives rained 


ruin in the period from May 22 to 
June 22 on seven arms centers in 
that area — Dortmund, 
Essen, 


Wupperlal, Bochum, Obcrhausen, 
Krcfeld and Muclheim. 


Joining the RAF in this German- 


described "Battle of the Ruhr," 
American four - cngincd bombers 
struck the synthetic rubber plant 
at Huls June 22 in their "first ven- 
ture into the highly industrialized 
valley, of which Propaganda Min- 
ister Paul Joseph Gcobbels once 
said: "The destiny of the Ruhr is 
the destiny ol Germany itself." 


The valley already has become 


the most bomb - battered area in 
the world and the British say there 
is more still to come in the stead- 
ily mounting Allied air 
offensive 


against all Axis - dominated Eur- 
ope. 


The Ruhr, which has 54 per cent 


of the hard coal of Axis eruote, 37 
per cent of the pig iron, 34 per 
cent of steel ingots and castings, 
still remains, in the words of one 
high British official, "the world's 
best target." 


"You can't pick up a coal mine 


and carry it away," he declared. 
"And Germany's transportation is 
strained already to such an extent 
that moving plants would seriously 
impede production." 


Only three Ruhr towns of any 


c o n s c q ucncc — Gelscnkirchcn, 
Hanbornand Hcrne — have not 
felt a blow by a major 
RAF 


force, one big enough in the 
air 


ministry's own words to wipe out 
a city of 200,000 population in one 
night. 


Industrial production in the Ruhr

Farmers Urged 
to Harvest, 
Sell Seed 
Hcmpstead county farmers were 


urged today by Earl N. Martindale, 
Chairman of the County Triplc-A 
committee, to harvest and sell as 
much seed as possible fro mthe 
paslure and winter legume crops 
grown on their farms this year. 


The War Food Administration re- 


cently announced a purchase pro- 
gram for eight additional lypes ol 
paslure and winter legume seeds, 
in an effort to make available suf- 
ficient quantities of seed lo mcel 
wartime demands for increased 
acreages of forage crops. Lespe- 
deza, bur clover, white dutch, vetch 
and Austrian winter peas and al- 
falfa which are among the varieties 
included in the WFA's 1943 seed 
purchase p r o g r a m are grown 
throughout hte county. 


Mr. Martindale said farmers har- 


vesting seed from the pasture and 
legume crops grown on their farms 
will be well paid for their efforts 
since the Commodity Credit Cor 
poralion is authorized to pay from 
five to 65 cents a pound for the 
seed, depending upon the type anc 
grade offered for sale. 


In this connection, Mr. Martin 


dale warned that seed must mee 
certain germination standards, and 
must be free from noxious weeds 
and other foreign matter, in orde: 
to be eligible for purchase. 


Full information concerning thi 


types of seed most desired, price; 
for each grade and type, and othe: 
factors concerning the purchase o 
the seed by the government, may 
be obtained from Ihe Hempstead 
county Triple-A office.

"The use of subsidies in lieu o 


of fair prices at the market to con 
sumers at a lime when national in 
come is at record levels is highlj 
inflationary, first, because it in 
creases the amounl of excess con 
sumer purchasing power which can 
nol be expended for goods, and 
second, because il adds still fur-

; The following statement released 
fey Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Cotnpany in connection with the 
rate henrings before the State De- 


' partment of Public Utilities, gives 


the company's operating figures for 
the Hope telephone exchange: 


"At a hearing in Little Rock on 


June 22, 1943. before the Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities. W. P. 
Glark. auditor of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone company, testified 
that the company's exchange rcve- 
ruies in Hope barely paid the ex- 
penses of furnishing service be- 
tween 1935 and 1942. After payin 
expenses and income taxes in the 
eight years, 5647 remained for the 
owners of the business, a return 
Of 7'100 of one per cent. The year 
1942 was the worst of the eight. 
with a deficit of $8,092. 


"Seven years ago, an ordinance 


reducing t e l e p h o n e rates was 
passed by Hope's city council but 
was suspended by the Department 
on appeal of the company. Similar 
cases developed in six other Ar- 
kansas towns about the same time, 
and the Department consolidated 
the cases in a state-wide inquiry 
into telephone property and earn- 
ings.
